Over 3,000 metres of the 
floating containment sys¬ 
tem will be trucked over 
the next few days to 
Mobile, Ala., for 
deployment, Gail Shea, 
the minister responsible 
for the coast guard, 
announced yesterday. 

“We have offered assis¬ 
tance to the United States 
and we got the official re¬ 
quest on Friday,” Shea said 
following a media briefing 
at the Halifax coast guard 
base. “I would expect they 
will take all they can get, 
even though they have a 
lot of boom there now.” 

Shea said Ottawa will do 
what it can to maximize 
its contribution to cleanup

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An 'uneven’ first year 

As NDP mark anniversary of election, analysts say little has changed 


Darrell Dexter’s election 
victory a year ago in Nova 
Scotia was built largely on 
the promise of a different 
kind of politics from what 
was offered by a 
succession of Conservative 
and Liberal governments. 

But a year into Atlantic 
Canada’s first NDP govern¬ 
ment, political observers 
say they’re still waiting for 
an indication of the sweep¬ 
ing change promised after 
the party’s historic win. 

The breaking of some 
key election promises and 
the province’s ongoing con¬ 
stituency expense scandal 
have painted the govern¬ 
ment, so far, as being no 
different than previous ad¬ 
ministrations, analysts 


agree. 

Jeff MacLeod, a political 
scientist at Mount Saint 
Vincent University, said the 
NDP’s performance 
has been “uneven” 
as it seeks to estab¬ 
lish itself. 

“The difference is¬ 
n’t apparent to me 
yet,” MacLeod said. 

“They sound, talk 
and act like the Con¬ 
servative govern¬ 
ment before them or 
previous Liberal adminis¬ 
trations, and if they contin¬ 
ue that narrative I don’t see 
how that works for them.” 

The premier conceded in 
a recent interview that af¬ 
ter years in opposition, as¬ 
suming the reins of power 


has been challenging. 

“It’s been a new experi¬ 
ence for the party and all 
the members of our cau¬ 
cus,” Dexter said. 

“I think the learn¬ 
ing curve has been 
pretty steep and I’m 
pleased with the 
progress we’ve 
made.” 

The New Democ¬ 
rats swept to power 
on June 9 last year, 
winning 31 seats in 
the 52-seat legislature as 
voters largely repudiated 
the gaffe-prone minority 
government of Conserva¬ 
tive premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald.

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Horne 
murder 
trial set 
to open 

courts Jennifer Horne’s 
family has waited three 
years for this. 

The trial of Desmond 
Maguire, 39, and his com¬ 
mon-law wife, Ashley Ha¬ 
ley, 22, starts with jury se¬ 
lection today. 

The two are charged 
with first-degree murder 
in the death of Horne, 20. 

Horne was sexually 
assaulted and her throat 
was slit on New Year’s Eve, 
2007. The Cole Harbour 
woman’s body was found 
by police stuffed into a 
closet in the couple’s Dart¬ 
mouth apartment. 

Wearing white ribbons, 
Horne’s family has 
appeared in court numer¬ 
ous times as the case was 
delayed and delayed again. 

“Our emotions are a lit¬ 
tle bit high because it’s the 
same thing... nothing is 
moving forward,” Kathy 
Carroll, Horne’s stepmoth¬ 
er, told reporters outside 
court last year. “We 
believe in the justice sys¬ 
tem, but we’re really frus¬ 
trated right now.” 

Lawyers for the defence 
recently argued they want¬ 
ed a trial by judge alone, 
and if it had to be a juiy 
trial, that it be moved out 
of Halifax because media 
coverage affected the jury 
pool.

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Old hotspot may get heritage label 

Owners want to balance housing project, preservation at Finntigh Mara site 


It was a swinging hotspot 
in the 1920s and ’40s, and 
now Halifax regional 
council will decide if 10 
Kirk Rd. in Halifax will be¬ 
come a heritage property. 

The property called 
Finntigh Mara, which 
means “small house on the 
sea” in Gaelic, is tucked in 
behind Sir Sandford Flem¬ 
ing Park on the North 
West Arm. 


The owners of the prop¬ 
erty, Marterra Inc., want 
the heritage designation 
on the 3.5 acre-lot because 
they’d like to build a hous¬ 
ing project while leaving 
the “significant buildings 
and landscape features in¬ 
tact.” 

They will be dividing it 
into 10 house lots and sub¬ 
dividing the main house 
on the property into two 


units. 

The main house — an 
“exemplary example of 
arts and crafts spaces and 
detailing,” according to the 
staff report — was built in 
1914 for Halifax eye sur¬ 
geon R. Evatt Mathers. 

Robert Finley grew up in 
that house and said a num¬ 
ber of prominent visitors 
were entertained there. 

“There was certainly a 


parade of archbishops, 
lieutenant governors, etc. 
My own namesake — Com¬ 
modore ‘Robbie’ Robert¬ 
son — was quite the Hali¬ 
fax hero for a while and 
was a constant visitor,” 
wrote Finley in an email. 

Robertson was credited 
with preventing two possi¬ 
ble Halifax explosions. In 
fact, he was visiting 
Finntigh Mara in July 1945 


when he got a call about a 
munitions fire in Bedford. 
Robertson shepherded 
everyone into the swim¬ 
ming pool before he left 
“in case it blew up,” wrote 
Finley. 

Council will vote on the 
heritage property distinc¬ 
tion during a meeting to¬ 
morrow night.

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$5M project 
to test algae 
as biofuel 

energy Tiny, slimy East 
Coast algae could 
eventually be a viable 
form of fuel for 
everything from jets to 
diesel generators and 
power a new Canadian 
industry, research scien¬ 
tists said Friday. 

Federal scientists and 
their private-sector part¬ 
ners said a $ 5-million Na¬ 
tional Research Council 
project in Nova Scotia 
that will test the creation 
of biofuels from the uni¬ 
cellular organism could 
help ignite a provincial 
energy industry. 

The council says plans 
have been drawn up to 
build a facility in Ketch 
Harbour to cultivate vari¬ 
ous species. 

“It’s really cool,” said 
Gary Goodyear, the feder¬ 
al minister of science and 
technology, during the 
funding announcement. 

The algae — a 
microscopic version of 
the green slime that fouls 
pools and fish tanks — 
could become huge pools 
of absorption for carbon 
dioxide. 

And the chemical reac¬ 
tion of the carbon 
dioxide, water and organ¬ 
isms produces oxygen, 
sugars, proteins and plant 
oils that can be used in 
engines. 

Algae is already being 
used to produce biodiesel 
fuels in North America, 
but researchers at the Na¬ 
tional Research Council 
see wider applications in 
provinces like Nova Sco¬ 
tia that rely heavily on 
coal-fired electricity

It’s a book of 
vivid photography and in¬ 
spirational stories of 30 lo¬ 
cal cancer survivors under 
the age of 30. 

The book was launched 
at the Art & Jules studio on 
Gottingen Street yesterday. 

Halifax photographer 
Shari Tucker said the proj¬ 
ect grew over the past two 
years and she found the 
people featured in the 
book by word of mouth 
and Faceboolc. 

“People were really posi¬ 
tive about it and wanted to 
share their stories,” Tucker 
said. 

Burgess, for example, 
has a unique stoiy. 

“She got leukemia in her 
early 20s, she went into re¬ 
mission, she found out she 
was pregnant and then 
found out she had cancer 
again,” Tucker explained. 
“She had to have the preg¬ 
nancy terminated and hav¬ 


ing a child was very impor¬ 
tant to her.” 

Kimberley Reid, anoth¬ 
er survivor appearing in 
the book, was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in her 
early 20s. 

“She battled breast can¬ 
cer at the same time her 
dad was battling cancer. 
Unfortunately her dad lost 
his battle, but Kimberly 
has survived hers,” she 
said. “She’s really positive 


and she learned a lot from 
her dad and doing this 
project.”

The PCO, 
the bureaucratic nerve cen¬ 
tre of Ottawa, has been 
conscripted by an increas¬ 
ingly powerful Prime Min¬ 
ister’s Office to vet requests 
for public events across the 
federal government. 

The MEPs have blurred 
the time-honoured separa¬ 
tion of non-partisan public 
servants and political 
staffers and sidelined sea¬ 
soned government commu¬ 
nicators, sapping morale 
across the civil service. 

They have become the 
political tool for literally 
putting words in the 
mouths of cabinet minis¬ 
ters, federal bureaucrats, 
low-profile MPs on the bar¬ 
becue circuit, and sea¬ 
soned diplomats abroad. 


“Your authorization is 
sought for President 
Greenhill to respond to 
questions ... during the 
press conference,” reads 
one MEP prepared by the 
Canadian International De¬ 
velopment Agency asking 
the PCO to allow its then- 
president, Robert Green- 
hill, to speak at a high-level 
United Nations panel. 

The MEP is the crucial 
communication instru¬ 
ment for a minority govern¬ 


ment that values staying on 
message above all else — a 
transformation that federal 
officials and public-policy 
analysts say is undermining 
democracy. While all gov¬ 
ernments tiy to control the 
message, the ambitious 
sweep of MEPs is unprece¬ 
dented in federal politics. 

Critics say it contradicts 
the core campaign promise 
that brought Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper to pow¬ 
er — introducing a new era 


of government transparen¬ 
cy and accountability. 

“We discussed every sin¬ 
gle issue and microman¬ 
aged eveiy news release — 
everything,” said one for¬ 
mer Harper-era PCO offi¬ 
cial. “Pretty much any 
event, or any rollout of an 
announcement, would 
have an MEP that would 
lay out the strategy.” 

A review of hundreds of 
MEPs spanning several 
years reveals the vast sweep 
of control exerted by the 
Harper government. They 
have been used to orches¬ 
trate almost eveiything 
from the rollout of billion- 
dollar purchases of militaiy 
aircraft to the donation of a 
few thousand dollars to a 
community group. 


The identities of senior 
sources who have worked 
at PCO and other depart¬ 
ments are not being re¬ 
vealed because they fear 
retribution from their po¬ 
litical masters. 

Political scientist 

Jonathan Rose says the MEP 
is worrisome because there 
are “bureaucrats who are 
doing the government’s 
partisan work and also po¬ 
litical staffers who are do¬ 
ing bureaucrats’ work. So 
there’s this huge blurring 
of lines between the two.”

Cap working, BP claims 


oil spill As the White 
House struggled to regain 
the American public’s trust 
as oil continues to gush 
from a BP well at the bot¬ 
tom of the Gulf of Mexico, 
the oil giant said its con¬ 
tainment cap — its latest 
effort to plug the leak — 
was beginning to capture 
greater amounts of crude. 

BP said it has increased 
the amount of oil being 
collected from its oozing 
well to 10,500 barrels a day 
and expects the quantity 
to increase in the days to 
come, a rare bit of promis¬ 
ing news in the midst of

the worst oil spill in U.S. 
history. The containment 
cap is capturing “probably 
the vast majority” of the 
leaking oil, Tony Hayward, 
the beleaguered CEO of BP, 
told the BBC in an inter¬ 
view yesterday. 

Admiral Thad Allen, the 


White House’s point man 
on the disaster, backed up 
BP’s numbers, but also cau¬ 
tioned against getting too 
optimistic. 

“We’re making the right 
progress,” Allen, making 
the rounds of the Sunday 
talk shows, said on CNN. “I 
don’t think anyone should 
be pleased as long as 
there’s oil in the water.” 

Allen said the gushing 
oil is just one of several 
fronts in a battle in the 
gulf that will stretch on for 
months. 

“This is a war,” he said.

tic bags. 

Canada is a signatory of 
the International Conven¬ 
tion for the Prevention of 
Pollution 
from Ships, 
often re¬ 
ferred to as 
MARPOL (ma¬ 
rine pollu¬ 
tion). MAR¬ 
POL ANNEX V 
relates to ma¬ 
rine litter. 

The MAR¬ 
POL Annex V regulations 
forbid the dumping of plas¬ 
tics anywhere at sea. This is 
progress, though there 
have been issues of support 
for enforcement and ongo¬ 
ing monitoring. Then there 
is the debris that comes 
from land. No one is ac¬ 
countable for this or the gi¬ 
ant patches of debris 
swirling around the high 
seas. This currently is a 
large legal and moral loop¬ 
hole. 

We can change the tide 


by becoming aware and ac¬ 
tive. 

Tomorrow is World 
Oceans Day. Details on 
events being held by or¬ 
ganizations such as the 
Bedford Institute of 
Oceanography (BIO) and 
the International Ocean In¬ 
stitute of Canada can be 
found on their websites. 

Groups like the Friends 
of McNabs Island and the 
Great Canadian Shoreline 
Cleanup plan to partici¬ 
pate in beach sweeps. But 
there’s a real easy solution 
— don’t litter, whether 
you are on a boat or on 
land. 

You can also join non¬ 
profits such as the Ecology 
Action Centre, which is 
working on marine policy 
and legislation, and Clean 
Nova Scotia, which has ma¬ 
rina and boater education 
programs.

Pot dub raids help organized crime: Senator 


Police have done the Mob 
and street gangs a favour 
by cracking down on 
cannabis clubs, say pot de¬ 
criminalization advocates. 

They warn people will 
now be buying their stuff 
from criminal networks in¬ 
stead of tax-paying busi¬ 
nesses. 

Thirty-five people were 
arrested in raids on Que¬ 
bec’s so-called “compas¬ 
sion clubs” — storefront 
outlets operating in plain 
view — while 90 kilograms 
of cannabis were also 
seized Thursday. 

Those clubs in Montreal 
and Quebec City offered a 
wide selection of marijua¬ 
na for about $10 per gram 
to customers who claimed 
a medical condition and 
provided a doctor’s note. 

Police argue the clubs 
were selling to healthy 
people and essentially 
were drug-trafficking oper¬ 



ations. A police spokesman 
said those arrested were all 
released after promising to 
appear in court June 23.

Nolin says users of medici¬ 
nal marijuana are now 
forced to find it else- 

the vast 
majority 
will wind 
up getting it 
from 
criminal 
gangs. 

After mak¬ 
ing the ar¬ 
rests, police 
themselves de¬ 
clared the clubs had 
no connection to crim¬ 
inal gangs. 

“It’s the most disastrous 
consequence of the whole 
operation,” said Nolin, a 
longtime advocate for re¬ 
laxed drug laws. 

“The vast majority will 


have to look at the black 
market ... and the sub¬ 
stance on the black market 
is not exactly the quality 
substance that are re¬ 
ceived in the clubs. 

“In the clubs, they are 
trying to have access to 


which is 
not the case 
with the 
black 
mar¬ 
ket.” 

He says 
research sug¬ 
gests there are 
roughly one 
million 
Canadians 
who say they smoke 
cannabis for medical pur¬ 
poses, while less than 
5,000 such permits have 
been issued by Health 
Canada. 

That means, he says, the 


vast majority will have to 
find their supply else¬ 
where. 

An official for the federal 
Justice Department said 
there would be no com¬ 
ment on the cases. All 
questions were referred to 
Health Canada. 

The Health Canada web¬ 
site says that, as of June 
2009, 4,029 people had au¬ 
thorization to possess 
dried marijuana for med¬ 
ical purposes and 2,360 
were allowed to cultivate 
or produce it. 

A pie chart indicates the 
largest number of permits 
— 1,631 — were issued in 
Ontario, followed by 1,008 
in British Columbia. Nova 
Scotia was third with 491, 
followed by Quebec with 
305. In Alberta, 282 people 
were given permission to 
use cannabis for their 
health.

Feds looking to ease 
wireless restrictions 


Canada's wireless industry 
could be lined up for a 
dose of competitive 
fervour if Ottawa launches 
its anticipated loosening 
of foreign ownership 
restrictions and throws 
open the doors to outside 
investors in the coming 
months. 

Analysts widely antici¬ 
pate that Industry Minister 
Tony Clement could unveil 
further details of govern¬ 
ment’s plans for changes to 
ownership in the communi¬ 
cations industry during a 
key note speech slated for 
this morning at the Canadi¬ 
an Telecom Summit in 
Toronto. 

The minister is expected 
to first seek the opinions of 
Canadians after unveiling 
the details of the govern¬ 
ment’s plan. 

“Certainly he’ll put feel¬ 
ers out and see what kind 
of response he gets to it,” 
said Mark Tauschelc, senior 


research analyst with In- 
foTech Research Group. 

Clement has become the 
face of potential changes in 
Canada’s 
wireless in¬ 
dustry after 
making the 
controver¬ 
sial decision 
last year to 
overrule the 
CRTC, and 
Tony Clement permit 

Egyptian- 

funded cellphone operator 
Globalive Wireless to open 
shop in Canada. At 
that time, 

Clement said the 
decision wasn’t 
intended to set 
a precedent for 
the industry. 

However, the 
move shook up exist¬ 
ing telecom regulations — 
which limit direct and indi¬ 
rect foreign investment to 
46.7 per cent — and estab¬ 


lished a new potential for 
companies wanting to build 
a presence in the country. 

“You can pull that trick 
once, twice — you can’t re¬ 
ally pull it three times 
plus,” said National Bank 
analyst Greg MacDonald. 

“They’ve got to address 
the Act itself.” 

Clement’s plan faces a 
wall of challenges both 
from the industry, regula¬ 
tors and critics who ques¬ 
tion whether easing restric¬ 
tions would tighten the 
noose for Canadian compa¬ 
nies.

Cleaner, greener future for truckers 

Emission standards driving new generation of truckers to be cleanest ever on Canadian roads 



Today’s trucks are using GPS along with other technologies to help curb dirty emissions.

Many Canadians see trans¬ 
port trucks as a necessary 
evil. Necessary, because 
just about any product 
you buy anywhere likely 
spent part of its journey to 
market on a truck. Evil, 
because of the noise, 
highway congestion, dust, 
vehicle size, pollution.... 

Well, maybe not pollu¬ 
tion. Changes in emission 
standards in both Canada 
and the United States, cou¬ 
pled with innovative new 
technologies, have made 
the latest generation of big 
rigs — by far — the clean¬ 
est ever seen on our high¬ 
ways. 

“Smog emission has 
been completely and suc¬ 
cessfully dealt with,” says 
Paul R. Landry, president 


and CEO of the British Co¬ 
lumbia Trucking Associa¬ 
tion. 

“If you were to look at a 
new truck back in ’98 or 
’99, you’d see smoke com¬ 
ing out of the stack. Every 
time the gas pedal went 
down, there’d be this puff 


of absolutely black smoke. 
Today’s trucks are ex¬ 
tremely clean. You could 
go into Los Angeles with a 
2010 truck, and it would 
take dirty air, clean it, and 
put it right back in circula¬ 
tion.” 

That covers just about all 


dirty emissions — particu¬ 
lates, carbon monoxide — 
that haze up cities and irri¬ 
tate people’s lungs and 
eyes. And, as anyone who 
lives near a well-travelled 
road knows, also leaves a 
layer of dirt on windows, 
walls and even furniture. 


Trucking changes 

• TThe Atlantic Provinces 
Trucking Association is part¬ 
nering with Conserve Nova 
Scotia to offer $i-million in 
energy-efficiency incentives 
to truck owners and fleet 
operators. Truckers may ap¬ 
ply for rebates to upgrade 
their tractors and/or trailers 
with new equipment that 
will help reduce fuel use, 
greenhouse gas (GHG) 
emissions and air pollu¬ 
tants. 

Still an issue, though, is 
the emission of green¬ 
house gases like carbon 
dioxide. “Unfortunately, 
the contradiction we’ve 
been faced with is that, un¬ 
til 2010, the technology 
that focused on reduced 
smog emissions has caused 
us to actually consume 


more fuel,” Landry con¬ 
cedes. “When we put on 
those particulate traps in 
2007, it added weight to 
the truck, and caused an 
increase in energy con¬ 
sumption.” 

The answer? Greater fu¬ 
el efficiency. And there 
are many ways to achieve 
that. 

“There are technologies 
that can be deployed in 
terms of aerodynamics 
and anti-idling devices,” 
Landry notes. 

“Similarly, a well-trained 
driver can reduce your fuel 
consumption by 10 to 15 
per cent. We can use GPS 
to ensure we’ve got our 
routing right, and keep 
our trucks are as full as 
possible to reduce the 
number of trucks that 
need to be on the road. All 
of those things are hap¬ 
pening.”

‘We’re thrilled’: Mooseheads GM

You couldn’t wipe the 
smiles off the faces of the 
Halifax Mooseheads 
when the QMJHL draft 
opened Saturday 
morning in 
Drummondville, Que. 

The Mooseheads got 
their man, gifted goal-scor¬ 
ing left-winger Luca 
Ciampini, second overall 
in the draft after the Lewis¬ 
ton Maineiacs made waves 
with two blockbuster deals 
that moved them up to the 
No. 1 spot in place of the 
Baie-Comeau Drakkar. 

General manager Cam 
Russell and majority own¬ 
er Bobby Smith were ec¬ 
static at the Mooseheads’ 
draft table, knowing 
Ciampini would still be 
available as Lewiston went 
off the board to select de¬ 
fenceman Dillon Fournier, 
ranked eighth. 

“We had it narrowed 
down to two players and 
we expected Baie-Comeau 
to take one of those two 
players,” said Russell. 
“They didn’t (take either), 
so we took the player we 
had ranked first. So yeah, 
we’re thrilled.” 

Ciampini gave the 
Mooseheads’ logo a confi¬ 
dent tug on the stage after 
throwing on his new 
sweater and appears ready 
to be the cornerstone of 
the struggling club’s re¬ 


building effort. 

“There’s nothing wrong 
with that,” said Ciampini, 
who speaks polished Eng¬ 
lish. “It’s a rebuilding team 
and hopefully in the future 
they go up to the top 
again. It’s a great organiza¬ 
tion and hopefully every¬ 
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thing goes well.” 

The Mooseheads, com¬ 
ing off back-to-back last- 
place finishes, hadn’t had 
a pick this high since they 


took Etienne Drapeau first 
overall in 1994. Ciampini 
knows there are high ex¬ 
pectations but the pres¬ 
sure isn’t fazing him. 

“You can’t pay attention 
to what others think,” he 
said. “You’ve just got to 
play your own game and 


do what you’ve got to do.” 

The Mooseheads needed 
a natural sniper and 
Ciampini is billed as exact¬ 
ly that. 

The six-foot, 190- 
pounder scored 30 goals 
and 32 assists for 62 points 
in 55 games for the midget

It’s no secret 

the rebuilding Moose¬ 
heads’ biggest need is of¬ 
fence, and they made sure 
they didn’t leave the draft 
floor without it. 

“Down the road, at age 
18, all three of those play¬ 
ers could be in the top 10 in 




scoring in terms of goals — 
in the league,” said Moose¬ 
heads chief Atlantic scout 
Allie MacDonald. “All 
three bring goal-scor¬ 
ing, which is no ques¬ 
tion what we need.” 

Ciampini’s scoring 
ability is well docu¬ 
mented. Ryan, mean¬ 
while, is a rangy cen¬ 
tre from Paradise, 

N.L., who spent last Darcy Ashley 
season with the 
midget AAA Notre Dame 
(Sasic.) Hounds, recording 
43 points in 42 games. 

“From a pure skill-set 
perspective, he could go a 
long way,” MacDonald 
said. “He has silky hands 
and he’s six-foot-three.

Ashley piled up an im¬ 
pressive 67 points in 46 
games as a 16-year-old with 
the junior A Summerside 
(P.E.I.) Western Capitals.

Maine Black Bears, the 
Mooseheads think he’ll re¬ 
port to training camp. 

Ashley is ex¬ 
tremely dangerous 
on the power play. 

“He’s the type of 
player who will 
come in at 17 and 
contribute right 
away,” said Moose¬ 
heads general man¬ 
ager Cam Russell. 
Not to be forgot¬ 
ten is centre/right-winger 
Francis Turbide, who the 
Mooseheads grabbed with 
the first pick of the third 
round (37th overall).

About 10 months later 
she realized that she could 
be a lot more successful if 
she didn’t just focus on sell¬ 
ing Tupperware, but tried 
to recruit new salespeople.

Given we are starting to 
glimpse the light at the 
end of this gruelling tunnel 
referred to by some as the 
Great Recession, the gener¬ 
al population has settled 
with the conclusion that 
this crisis — as it was — is 
an anomaly. 

According to authors 
Nouriel Roubin and 
Stephen Mihm, crises are a 
natural occurrence, with far 
more predictability than is 
realized: “Crises, we argue, 
are neither the freak events 
that modem economics has 
made them seem nor the 
rare ‘black swans’ that oth¬ 
er commentators have 
made them out to be” says 
Roubin and Mihm. 

Cobbled together as part 
history lesson, current case 
study and crystal ball gaz¬ 
ing, Crisis Economics lays 
out a number of examples 
of financial collapse includ¬ 
ing the speculative bubble 
in tulips in Holland in the 
1630s, the South Sea Bubble 
of 1720 and, of course, the 
Great Depression of the 
1930s amongst others. Oth¬ 
er than the fact that as a 
public we are recession fa¬ 
tigued, as the old adage 
goes: Those who don’t 
know history are destined 
to repeat it — this is the 
book we all hope our mon¬ 
ey managers and politicians 
have read or plan to read.

For kids who want to get 
up to their elbows in 
nature this summer, 

HR M’s Adventure Earth 
Centre is the place to go. It 
offers camps for kids five 
to 15 and focuses on ecol¬ 
ogy and the environment. 

“The programs are deliv¬ 
ered pretty much totally in 
nature and there’s a really 
interactive approach we 
take with that experience,” 
says Terri Peace, a program¬ 
mer with Adventure Earth 
Centre. “They’re going to a 
pretty cool camp, but 
they’re also learning things.” 

Tlie first goal is to immerse 
the campers in the natural 
world so they can learn what 
it is and why we should take 
better care of it. “A lot of folks 
are pretty removed from na¬ 
ture now,” Peace says.

For shy kids about to go to 
camp, there are a number 
of things parents can do to 
ensure the experience is a 
positive and memorable 
one. 

Parents should speak 
positively with their kids 
about the sort of experi¬ 
ences they will have. 

“Chat it up as some¬ 
thing that’s fun,” says 
Kathleen Archer, a faculty 
member in the NSCCs ear¬ 
ly childhood education 
program who has been 
working in the field for 
over 30 years. 

The children will pick 
up on this enthusiasm 
and excitement and it will 
lead to a better camp ex¬ 
perience if they go in with 
a positive frame of mind. 

It seems natural 
parents will tell 
their children 
how much they 
are going to 
miss them 
while they 
are away, but 
this can cre¬ 
ate an unin¬ 
tended side ef¬ 
fect. 

“It lays a little 
guilt on the child,” says 
Archer. 

“If children feel they 
are being missed, then 
they feel that their par¬ 
ents are not happy when 
they’re gone,” she adds. 
“They’re going to be less 
likely to look forward to 
going to a camp.” 

It’s also important for 
parents to not talk about 
the things that they will 
be doing while the kids 
are away. 

“If they think that won¬ 
derful or exciting things 
are going on while they 
are at camp, that can 
make them feel a little 
hesitant about going,” 
says Archer. 

Perhaps most impor¬ 
tantly, the camp should 
align with the child’s in¬ 
terests, says Jane Cawley, 
the executive director of 
the Nova Scotia College of 
Early Childhood Educa¬ 
tion. 

“If your child is doing 
things they like to do, 
they are going to be hap¬ 
py, relaxed and then the 
opportunity to make 
friends with sort of like- 
minded people will cer¬ 
tainly be more optimal 
than if you throw a child 
that loves be running 
around and always ac¬ 
tive... into a computer 
camp,” she says.

Mills' nanny loses case 


legal A judge on Friday re¬ 
jected claims by a nanny 
that she was mistreated by 
Paul McCartney’s ex-wife, 
Heather Mills.

She also claimed 
that Mills forced her to 
work long hours without 
extra pay. 

Tribunal judge Steven 
Vowles dismissed Trum- 
ble’s claims for sexual dis¬ 
crimination and unfair dis¬ 
missal, saying he “did not 
find the claimant to be a 
persuasive witness.” 


“The claimant’s account 
of the respondent’s alleged 
animosity towards her 
pregnancy, maternity and 
childcare responsibility 
was not supported by the 
surrounding facts proved 
by the tribunal,” the ruling 
said. 

Mills had denied the 
claims, saying she had 
treated 26-year-old Trum¬ 
ble like a daughter. She 
said the relationship 
turned sour when she re¬ 
fused to give the nanny 
money to pay for breast 
enlargement surgery. 

A spokeswoman said 
Mills was delighted with 
the ruling. 

Mills and McCartney 
married in 2002 and di¬ 
vorced in 2008.

Russian Borscht 

INGREDIENTS: 

6 medium-size beets with 
tops 

2 cups finely-shredded 
spinach 
2 tbsp butter 

1 large onion, chopped 
5 cups low-sodium beef 
broth 

540 ml can chopped toma¬ 
toes, undrained and cut up 

2 tsp dried marjoram 
1 tsp salt 

1 tsp dried dill weed 
1/2 tsp black pepper 

2 cups shredded cabbage 
2 cups bite-size pieces 
cooked beef or pork 

2 tbsp vinegar 
1 tbsp sugar 

METHOD: 

1. Trim leaves from beets, 
leaving 2.5 cm of stem at¬ 
tached. In 6-litre Dutch 
oven, cover beets with 
lightly salted water. Bring 
to boil. Lower heat and 
simmer, covered, 45 min¬ 
utes or until tender; drain. 
Cool slightly. Peel beets by 


slipping off skins while 
still warm. Cut beets into 
3.5 cm x 0.5 cm sticks. 
Measure 4 cups. 

2. In same pot, melt butter 
over moderately high 
heat. Add onion and cook 
5 minutes or until tender. 

3. Add spinach broth, 
tomatoes, marjoram, salt, 
dill weed and pepper. 
Bring to boil. Lower heat 
and simmer, covered, 5 to 
10 minutes or until 
spinach is tender. Stir in 
cabbage, beef, vinegar and 
sugar. Carefully stir in 
cooked beets. Simmer, 
covered, 5 to 7 minutes 
more or until heated 
through.
